"For the twenty-eigh- t million of
white ia thi republic to atlVct a fear
of " negro supremacy " from four millions
of just emancipated blacks, with next to
no education, no property, no social posi-

tion, and not enough land in the aggre-

gate to afford each of them a decent
grave, ia a hypocrisy so base, to cloak a
villainy so detestably faithless and cruel,
that language fails to express the loath-

ing with which we regard it." It either
proves too 'little or too mach in
this objurgatory outburst. If there
is no danger of "negro suprem-

acy" from these four millions of blacks
who have " next to no education," etc.,
why is he so anxious to clothe them with
political power? To protect themselves
from white rapacity, according to
lladieai Idea", they must be clothed with
the right of snflrage !

The
Radicals iu Congress muat press ou with
their policy Negro Suffrage, or they
must abandon it. If tbey press it on, tbis
B exactly what their political enemies in
the North desire thein to do. It will
give tbin easy and certain victory iu tbe
next Presidential and Congressional
elections. Aud then will come our

full and free. We need go no
further tbau interest to know that North-
ern Democrats want the Southern States
in the Union to aid their supremacy and
rule the country."
